. lar, commonly referred to as 

the “peanut worm,” has not 
been found, by the Agent, in 
the county as of this writ- 
ing. 

Dr. L. L. English, Ento- 
mologist for the Alabama 
Experiment Station, visited 
® number of counties in this 
section on July 28, 24 and 
25. After a careful check, 
Dr. English was able to find 
a few moths in Henry, Ge- 
neva and Houston Counties. 
He stated that the worm sit- 
uation was not serious in this 
section at present. 

Farmers are urged to ex- 
amine their peanut fields 
each week for the presence 
of worms. No one ean pre- 
dict what the worm popula- 
tion will be later in the sea- 
son. The Agent will be glad 
to check fields where worms 
are found by the farmer.

PREPARE TO PLANT 
WINTER LEGUMES 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent 

Since winter legumes will 
reduce soil and plant food 
losses during the winter and 
spring and add organic mat- 
ter and nitrogen to the soil, 
Coffee County farmers 
should make every effort to 
plant as_ large an acreage 
as possible. Farmers should 
secure their seed, innocolate 
and fertilizer now for pro- 
tecting and enriching the 
soil. Winter legumes can be 
used for supplemental graz- 


ing. 
A good winter legume 
growth will add nitrogen 


equivalent to 206 to 300 Ibs. 
of nitrate of soda and organ- 
ic matter equivalent to two 
to four tons of manure per 
acre. By using good rota- 
tions including winter le- 
gumes, yields of most crops 
will be increased substan- 
tially. High producing soils 
mean greater efficiency in 
the use of land, labor and 
materials, 

To secure the best results 
from winter legume crops, 
good seed should he used; 
seed should be planted ear- 
ly; seed should be innocu- 
lated and planted properly 
and the crop should be fer- 
tilized with superphosphate 
or basic slag. Where pea- 
nuts are harvested for nuts, 
it is important that cover 
crops be sowed to give pro- 
vection to the bare land and 
replace part of the fertility 
removed by the peanuts. 

Assistance is offered by 
the AAA for seed and phos- 
phate used in growing win- 
ter legume ‘crops. Informa- 
tion about AAA assistance 
ray be secured from coun- 
ty agents or county AAA of- 
ficials.

Elalock, who enlisted in the 
Regular Army in 1930, was 
stationed at Schofield Bar- 
racks, Hawaii, at the time 
of the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, and soon thereafter was 
sent to OCS at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. During his period 
of enlisted service, he held 
every grade from private to 
first sergeant. 

Commissioned a_ second 
lieutenant,, he served for a 
while at Fort McClellan, Al- 
abama, before embarking 
for the Pacific and joining 
his present regiment at a 
South Pacific base in 1943. 
Since that time, he has serv- 
ed on four island bases with 
the regiment, and was pro- 


'moted to captain while in 


combat at this latest station.

Star Medal, he also holds 


the Combat Infantryman’s 
3adge, the American De- 
fense Ribbon with one 


Bronze Battle Star, and the 
Asiatic-Pacifie Theater Rib- 
bon with two Bronze Battle 
Stars.

CENSUS REPORT GIVES 
COFFEE COUNTY A 
TOTAL OF 4,117 FARMS 

The number of farms in 
Coffee County, as shown by 
the preliminary count of re- 
turns of the 1945 Census of 
Agriculture was 4,117, as 
compared with 8,733 in 1940 
and 4,273 in 1935. This was 
ennounced last week by L. 
Smith Deal, supervisor for 
the 1945 farm census in the 
Seventh Alabama Census 
District, with headquarters 
at Dothan. 

The-total land in tarms in 
Coffee County, according to 
the preliminary 1945 census 
count, was 828,250 acres as 
compared with  38538,849 
acres in 1940, and 842,458 
acres in 1985. Average size 
of farms shown in the pre- 
liminary 1945 census count 
for Coffee County was 79.7 
acres, as compared with 
94.8 acres in 1940, and 82.5 
acres in 19385. 

In announcing the 1945 
totals of farms: and land in 
farms in Coffee County, Su- 
pervisor Deal pointed out 
that the figures are prelim- 
inary and subject to correc- 
tion. Final tabulations of 
Coffee County farm census 
returns will be made by the 
Bureau of the Census and 
announced from Washing- 
ton when completed, Mr. 
Deal said. 


British Losses in 


War Reach 733,030 


Included in Ca’ualty List 
Are 136,115 Civilians. 


LONDON. — The cost of Britain's 
five years of total war—the normal 
life of the nation obliterated, 1.5 per 
cent of the whole population casu- 
alties, the riches stored up by past 
generations dissipated — was de. 
scribéd to the world recently in a 
government white paper. 

Grim statistics told the story of 
the United Kingdom's war contribu- 
tion: 

Total casualties of 733,030, includ- 
ing 136,115 civilians killed and 
wounded and 29,629 merchant sea- 
men killed; the export trade, basis 
of Britain’s wealth and power—vir- 
tually abandoned; overseas gold re- 
serves spent on war materials; one 
home in three damaged and one in 
30 destroyed; more than 5,500 fac- 
tories damaged; monotonous diet; 
strictly rationed clothing; high 
taxes, 

“We have sacrificed most of our 
Victorian inheritance," said Minis- 
ter of Information Brendan Brack- 
en in a press conference after the 
release of the document. ‘‘What was 
the treasure of our grandfathers has 
gone, and it has been well and 
gladly sacrificed.” 

Britain, he said, gave up her ex- 
port business at the start of the 
war and converted the whole of her 
manpower to the making and using 
of war goods. Her workers since 
have produced more than 102,000 
planes, 25,000 tanks, 35,000 guns, 
5,700 ships. 

In five years her people have paid 
approximately $15,900,000,000 in in- 
come tax and other direct taxes and 
have turned over to the government 
approximately $19,248,000,000 in per- 
sonal savings. 

“The Victorians," Mr. Bracken 
observed, ‘‘were proud to be called 
a nation of shopkeepers, but there 
never have been such shopkeepers 
as the British. No shopkeepers ever 
before sold ‘out their entire stocks 
{n order to fight.”

MILLION DOLLAR 
PEANUT CAMPAIGN 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent 
Farmers, manufacturers, 


processors and _ distributors 
of peanuts and peanut pro- 


ducts in Coffee County have 


joined in a $1,890,000 cam- 
paign to push the consump- 


tion of edible peanuts and 
peanut products during the 
next three years. 

In joining this campaign, 
peanut growers are trying 
to prevent peanuts from 
meeting the fate they did af- 
ter the last war when the 
price dropped from 
$200 a ton to as low as $15 
a ton. 

The $1,000,000 research, 


publicity and advertising 
campaign is to be conducted 
by the National Peanut 


Council and it is to be fi- 


nanced by manufacturers, 
processors, distributors and 
farmers. Money is to raised 
as follows: 

Growers of peanuts will 
pay 25 cents on each ton 
produced; cleaners and 
shellers 25 cents a ton on all 
peanuts handled; 


kers will pay 44 to % cent 
a bag; jobbers will pay 4, 
to % cent a bag; peanut 
butter manufacturers will 
pay 1 cent per hundred lbs.; 
salters 1 cent per 100 Ibs.; 
roasters 1 cent per 100 Ibs.; 
confectioners 1 cent per 100 
Ibs.; and allied businesses 
and organizations in amount 
equal to their relation to the 
peanut industry. 

The peanut program has 


the endorsement of the 
Georgia - Florida - Alabama 
Peanut Growers Associa- 


tion, the Alabama Farm Bu- 
reau Federation and the AI- 
abama Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service. Growers are 
enthusiastic over the pro- 
gram, feeling that it is one 
way to save the peanut in- 
dustry during the postwar 
period. 

In letters being sent to 
Coffee County farmers by 
Charlie Dozier and Rex A. 
Lowery, representatives of 
the National Peanut Coun- 
cil, it is pointed out that the 
peanut acreage has increas- 
ed 3 times since the war be- 
gan and that the govern- 
ment is now using about 35 
per cent of the production 
for military and lend-lease 
purposes,

ISAAC'S HERITAGE 


LESSON TENT—Genesis 24:10, 15-20, 
34-36, 61-67, 
GOLDEN TEXT—I have a goodly hert- 
tage.—Psalm 16:6,

The ordinary things of life become 
extraordinary When we recognize in 
them the outworking of the plin of 
God. Our lesson presents one of his- 
tory's sweetest love stories. It would 
be worth reading just for that 
reason, but it is also the account of 
God's hand in the carrying forward 
of His promised blessing on the seed 
of Abraham, 

For a long time it seemed that 
there could be no fulfillment at all, 
for Sarah and Abraham had no 
child. Then by a miracle, God gave 
them a beloved son, 

Isaac's remarkable deliverance in 
the hour when it looked as though 
he might be taken from his father 
(Gen, 22:10-12) was like bringing 
back one who was dead (Heb, 11:18, 
19), 

He grew into manhood, and Abra- 
ham, good father and faithful ser- 
vant of the Lord, determined that 
his son must have a godly wife. So 
in accordance with Oriental custom 
he sent a most trusted servant back 
to their homeland to choose a bride 
from their own kindred, 

The altogether charming story un: 
folds in our lesson as we see 
I. A Faithful Servant (vy. 
Full instructions from Abraham 
and an oath that he would not 
take a bride for Isaac from among 
the Canaanites, prepared the servant 
for his joufney. Taking with him a 
goodly caravan and rich presents 
from his master, he set out on his 

journey. 

There is much to learn here about 
the need of parental concern, and 
their interested action in helping 
young people to find the right mate. 
We see the importance of avoiding 
“mixed’’ martiages, especially 
those between a believer and an un- 
believer, 

We see the need of constant de- 
pendence on God, fur only He has 
the wisdom and the knowledge of 
human hearts which can properly 
join two lives together. In our day 
when marriage is so carelessly and 
casually contracted, these mat- 
ters need special emphasis. 

Il, A Fair Damsel (vv, 15-20). 

To be good to look upon is cer- 
tainly a desirable thing in a wom- 
an, but it has been far too much 
exploited in our day. Notice that 
while Rebekah was very fair, she 
also had those qualities.of character 
and of experience which prepared 
her to be a good wife for Isaac, 

She was kind and willing to serve; 
not only did she offer water to the 
servant of Abraham, but promptly 
watered his camels. Such an attitude 
of heart and mind is a great asset 
to a woman in marriage. 

She was instructed in the domestic 
arts. The fact that she had come to 
draw water indicated that, and her 
ability to draw the water showed 
that she had experienced the 
duties of woman in the household. 

Here is wise counsel for the young 
man who is interested in marriage, 
and for his parents as they guide 
him, Let him look for the girl with 
the fair countenance if he will, but 
let him be sure that there is some- 
thing really worthwhile behind the 
pretty face, 

No woman, no matter how exten- 
sive her culture or how rich her 
family, is ready for marriage until 
she knows something of the re- 
sponsibilities of family life and has 
a will to do what she can for the 
care and comfort of others.

NEW ABSENTEE VOTING 
LAW HAS “TEETH” 
Montgomery, Al: 1.— Sev- 
eral noteworthy changes, de- 
signed to curb abuses, are 
embodied in the new absen- 
tee voting law passed at the 


recent session, Application 
for absentee ballot must 
now be made by the voter 


in person, unless temporar- 
ily residing outside the coun 
ty of his legal residence and 
he must furnish invormation 
not hitherto required. Bal- 
lots must be returned to the 
proper official or postmark- 
ed not less than five days 
before election, and names 
of absentee voters published 
or posted four days before 
election. Members of armed 
lorees may apply for absen- 
tee ballots as much as sixty 
days before election; the 
old law provided that appli- 
sation must be made not 
more than 20 days before 
election, and that provision 
remains in effect for civil- 
ians. Stiffer penalties are 
provided for  violations— 
imprisonment for from 80 
days to two years, or a fine 
of $100 to $1,000, or both, 
The section relating to ap- 
plications provides: “Every 
application for an absentee 
ballot must be made by the 
voter appearing in person 
and signing the same in the 
presence of the probate 
judge, unless the voter is a 
member of the armed ser- 
vices of the United States or 
is temporarily employed 
and residing outside of the 
county of his legal resi- 
dence. The absentee voter 
shall be identified properly 
by the probate judge before 
whom he appears as being 
the person he claims to be, 
and every absentee voter'| 
whether he applies in per- 
son or in writing, shall cer- 
tify in writing, 
to any other information re- 
quired herein, his business 
address, occupation and the 
name of his employer.”

Fleets Rake Japan as Big Three 
Parley Points up Peace Talk; 
Senate Moves for Global Unity

PACIFIC: 
Keep Going 


While the nation's capital buzzed 
with peace talk and Australian 
newspapers hinted of sensational de- 
velopments, U, S. and British carrier 
planes continued to rake the Japa- 
nese homeland and the Allied 
fleets kept up the bombardment of 
Nippon's sprawling coastline. 

Scorched by Allied fire, the Japs 
still refused to come out and fight. 
Propagandists were seeking to calm 
the populace with the assertion that 
the U. S. and British attacks were 
designed to feel them out and they 
would strike at the proper time. 

Having joined with the fleet in rak- 
ing shipping and transport facilities 
linking the coal-producing island of 
Hokkaido with Honshu, and pound- 
ing factories on Honshu itself, car- 
rier planes swept over Tokyo bay to 
shoot up combat vessels at anchor, 
Presumably remnants of the once 
proud Imperial fleet, the warships 
were covered by a heavy screen of 
anti-aircraft fire as,U. S. and Brit- 
ish airmen closed in. 

Peace talk was pointed up by per- 
sistent rumors that Marshal Stalin 
might have brought Japanese peace 
terms to the Big Three meeting at 


President Truman (left) greets Prime 
Minister Churchill at Berlin. 


Berlin and the report that President 
Truman presented the conferees 
with American surrender conditions 
drawn up by the war, navy and state 
departments. 

Rumor that Russia’s Big Boss 
might have borne Jap terms was ac- 
centuated by a newspaper report 
from London that a high Soviet of- 
ficial revealed that the Reds would 
transmit a definite surrender offer 
to the U. S. if it was forthcoming, 
and that Moscow would have to 
give the deepest consideration to 
entry into the Pacific war in view of 
the heavy losses suffered against 
Germany. 

Reportedly in the possession of 
Mr. Truman, the American surren- 
der conditions supposedly include the 
relinquishment of all military equip- 
ment; the disbandment of Jap 
forces; destruction of war indus- 
try; supervision over enemy ship- 


building, manufacture and port 
facilities, and punishment of war 
criminals, 


Rife in the U. S., peace talk was 
equally lively in Australia, where 
the Sydney Sun editorlalized: ‘'The 
end of the war may come with dra- 
matic suddenness . . . Hirohito is 
still the god-emperor. By one stroke 
of a pen he could relieve Japan’s 
terrors and make peace. There is 
every reason to believe that United 
States policy is preserving him for 
that part in the drama.” 

Meanwhile, ‘U. S. military chief- 
tains, sticking to the American max- 
im that the game is never over until 
the last batter is out, discounted the 
peace talk and hewed to the big job 
ahead, 


SENATE: 
Global Pacts 


With public opinion strongly cast 
for co-operative effort to"prevent fu- 
ture warfare, international security 
and monetary agreements headed 


FARM NOTES... 


Though supplies of chicken 
and turkey will increase season- 
ally from now until fall, demand 
is expected to remain unusually 
strong for the remainder of 
1945, reflecting scarcity of meat, 
a high level of consumer pur- 
chasing power, and large army 
procurement. Prices received 
by farmers for chickens and tur- 
keys probably will be higher for 
the rest of 1945 than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1944, 


for comparatively quick passage in 
the senate. 

Overwhelmingly approved by the 
house, the Bretton Woods monetary 
agreements creating a bank of re- 
construction and fund for stabilizing 
currencies passed the senate, with 
Taft (Rep., Ohio) leading a losing 
fight against the measures, 

Charging that high pressure tac- 
tics have been employed to sell the 
agreements to the country, Taft 
sought to amend the $9,100,000,000 
bank and $8,800,000,000 fund so as 
to assure the responsibility of bor- 
rowers drawing upon American con- 
tributions of $3,175,000,000 to the 
bank and $2,750,000,000 to the fund. 

While proponents of the Bretton 
Woods agreements declared that the 
bank was necessary to permit the 
economic development of foreign na- 
tions, and the fund would permit 
countries to obtain currency at fair 
levels for international trade, oppo- 
nents charged that there were no 
provisions in the plans compelling 
the members to stabilize their in- 
ternal conditions to guarantee full 
redemption of their obligations. 

Concurrent with the agreements, 
the senate considered approval of 
the house - passed increase in the 
lending authority of the Export-Im- 
port bank from $700,000,000 to $3,- 
500,000,000 to finance sales and pur- 
chases abroad until the Bretton 
Woods pacts can be implemented. 

With only 1 of 22 members of the 
senate foreign relations committee in 
opposition, the United Nations secu- 
rity charter was sent to the upper 
chamber for speedy passage. Al- 
though not promising that the pact 
would prevent war, the committee 
declared it provided the basis for 
peaceful settlement of disputes, 


FOOD: 
Plain Talk 


Along with the war, food remained 
the major item of interest to Ameri- 
cans, with Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson warning of tight supplies 
into 1946 even while the Office of War 
Information prepared to launch an 
all-out propaganda drive to convince 
the U. S. of the necessity of tighten- 
ing its belt to help feed impov- 
erished Europe, 

Declaring that the present food 
shortage was the result of faulty 
planning last year, Anderson said 
prior to increased production in 1946 
his office would seek to relieve 
present scarcities by stifling black 
markets, improving distribution and 
holding army and foreign relief re- 
quirements to minimums. 

Except for milk, wheat, potatoes 
and fresh vegetables, most foods will 
remain in tight supply, Anderson 
said, with continued scarcities in 
meats, fats, oils, condensed and 
evaporated milk and canned fruits 
and vegetables. Rice and dry beans 
also will run short, he revealed. 

Meanwhile, the OWIs mapped its 
propaganda campaign upon orders 
from the White House, following the 
report that the U. S, would have to 
provide most of the relief shipments 
to liberated Europe. In addition to 
pointing out the need for supplying 
the continent, the OWI also will is- 
sue periodic statements on contribu- 
tions being made by Great Britain, 
Russia, Canada and other nations. 

Pertinent to American relief ship- 
ments abroad, Senator Wheeler 
(Dem., Mont.) told newspaper men 
that after having been promised 
adequate supplies by American au- 
thorities, Europeans expect this 
country to stand by its word. ‘‘Al- 
ready in Europe, people are saying 
that they were treated better be- 
fore they were liberated,’’ Wheeler 
declared. 


Army Feeds Civilians 

Since the liberation of European 
countries began last year, the army 
has shipped more than 2,000,000 
tons of foodstuffs, mainly wheat 
and flour, for ‘‘wake of battle’ feed- 
ing of civilians in liberated and oc- 
cupied countries, 

Feeding of civilians in these areas 
by Allied troops is an obligation of 
the army insofar as this feeding 
may be necessary to prevent dis- 
ease, riot or unrest such as might 
prejudice military operations, or en- 
danger the lives or health of G.I,s, 
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WAR PRODUCTION: 
Tapering Off 

Having already dropped to an ai 
nual rate of 49.9 billion dollars in 
July from 60.7 billion in March, war 
production will be further slashed 
during the rest of the year, reflect- 
ing decreased demands for a one- 
front conflict. 

By December, production of air- 
craft will be down to 800 million dol- 
lars from the July figure of 1 bil- 
lion; ships 500 million from 700 mil- 
lion; guns and fire control 100 mil- 
lion from 200 million; combat and 
motor vehicles 200 million from 300 
million; communications and eleo- 
tronic equipment 200 million from 
300 million, and other items and sup- 
plies 900 million from 1 billion. 


Of major munitions, only produc- 
tion of ammunition will hold steady 
at 600 million dollars, with doubled 
output of rockets helping to offset 
reductions in other explosives. 


HARD WORKERS: 
More Meat 


In line with its policy of provid- 
ing extra meat and other foods for 
persons engaged in hard physical la- 
bor, OPA announced that miners 
would be granted additional meat 
rations starting in August. 

OPA action followed the walkout 
of 10,000 miners from Illinois pits, 
climaxing a series of strikes 
throughout the country. Leaving 
their, jobs after their leaders de- 
clared they ‘‘can’t dig coal on let- 
tuce sandwiches," the Illinois 
miners demanded an extra meat ra- 
tion of 50 red points per month, 


Though 1,500 foundry workers in 
neighboring localities joined the 
striking Illinois miners, OPA action 
did not include workers in other 
strenuous occupations in the liber- 
alization of meat rations. 


RECONVERSION: 
Old Prices 


Working to head off runaway 
prices in the reconversion period be- 
fore demand can more evenly bal- 
ance with supply, OPA has drawn 
up an elaborate formula aimed at 
holding the cost of consumer goods 
to the 1942 level. 


Under the formula, manufacturers 
doing an annual business of $200,000 
a year Or more may add increased 
labor and material costs to their 
prices, but may apply only half the 
industry-wide profit margin of 1936 
to 1939 so as to keep the overall 
selling figure down, Producers in 
the lower brackets, however, may 
apply their own profit margins to 
their prices, 

To help speed reconversion, indi- 
vidual manufacturers will be per- 
mitted to work out their own prices 
and submit them to OPA for ap- 
Yroval before the government can 
formulate’ general industry - wide 
costs.

and I was the only woman who thought 
something of him.” 

Snappily attired, with a silk kerchief 
embracing her hair-do, Donna Rachele 
bitterly defended her late husband, be- 
lying the popular impression of her as 
a mere kitchen wench who had cared 
for his children, “They blame him for 
everything,” she rasped. “The blame 
should be placed on other people, from 
Badoglio to the king.” 


JOBLESS GRANTS: 


Seek Increase 


Seeking to cushion the nation for 
the full shock of reconversion, Sen- 
ator Kilgore (Cem., W. Va.) intro- 
duced a comprehensive bill extend- 
ing coverage of unemployment com- 
pensation, boosting payments and fi- 
nancing job relocations. - 

Under Kilgore’s measure, federal, 
maritime and agricultural process- 
ing workers would be included in 
coverage of unemployment compen- 
sation, and the benefits also would 
be extended to employees in firms 
of less than eight people. 

At the same time, the federal gov- 
ernment would contribute the differ- 
ence to bring state unemployment 
compensation payments up to a 
maximum of $25 weekly for 26 
weeks a year. Vets’ benefits would 
be increased to $25 for single per- 
sons and $30 for those with depend- 
ents for 52 weeks. Workers referred 
to jobs in other cities would be given 
travel allowances. 


HOTEL BOOM: 


Under the impetus of increased 
wartime traveling, America’s $5,000,- 
000,000 hotel industry is currently op- 
erating at a profit for the first time 
in many years, Hotel guests have 
doubled in number since the incep- 
tion of the war in Europe and total 
sales last year amounted to more 
than $1,500,000,000, an increase of 
approximately 50 per cent since 1929, 
the industry’s best peacetime year, 
Room occupancy advanced from 63 
in 1939 to a record high of 93 per 
cent last year,

Yank Soldiers 
A Healthy Lot 


Taller and Heavier Than 
“Their Fathers of 
World War I. 


WASHINGTON, — Ten million 
soldiers of this war aggregate 98 
miles taller than a similar number 
of their fathers would have totaled 
in World War I. 

They weigh 46,100 more tons, 

They are, it is beginning to ap- 
pear, a healthier lot, 

The height and weight figures 
come from adding up data in a re- 
port of the army service forces, of- 
flee of the surgeon general, medi- 
cal statistics division, Washington. 

This report says that the 1943 in- 
ductees average .62 of an inch tall- 
er than recruits of 1917, Average 


height: Present war, 5 feet, 8.11 
inches. World War I, 5 feet, 7.49 
inches. 

In weight this war's inductees 


average 9,22 pounds heavier, The re- 
spective weights are 150.76 against 
141.54, 

As to the 4-F's, 

The nation's 4-F’s fall in a class 
between the present inductees and 
the 1917 recruits in both heights and 
weight. The 4-F’s are .29 of an inch 
shorter than their brothers of this 
war, They are .62 of a pound light- 
er. 

This 4-F height is about midway 
between the tops of the two wars, 
But he is almost as heavy as the 
inductees and almost nine pounds 
over the 1917 boys. 

This greater weight and height 
trend of the 4-F’s probably is sig- 
nificant as an indicator that despite 
their rejection, they are physically 
better than their opposites of World 
War I. 

Military evidence is now accumu- 
lating that their brothers, the in- 
ductees, are really healthier than 
their father's generation. From sev- 
eral sources recently has come a 
statement that the better recovery 
from wounds in this war is due to 
better health of the men. 

Definite Improvement. 

Maj. Gen, Paul R. Hawley, chief 
surgeon, European theater of opera- 
tions, made this statement in a for- 
mal release passed by censor in 
October this year: 

“The physical condition of the 
fighting men in this war shows a 
definite improvement over the physi- 
cal condition of soldiers in the Civil 
war and World War I. This is due 
to a large extent to an” improve- 
ment in nutrition of infants and in 
public health measures. 

“It is credited with having much 
to do with the ability of soldiers to 
recover from wounds, but there are 
other reasons." 

These other reasons include such 
things as improved surgery, plasma, 
and sulfas. 

In the same theater of war, Col. 
John Gordon, who was professor of 
preventive medicine at Harvard, 
writes: 

Preventive medicine has been a 
tremendous factor in cutting down 
illness and in building strong bodies 
which can better withstand wounds, 

“One of the most helpful aspects 
in this work hds been the vast 
amount of preventive medicine that 
has been practiced among and by 
our civilian population in the United 
States. This building up of the 
health level in civilians has been 
reflected in the state of health of 
the men when they came into the 
army.” 


Develop Jute Cloth for 


RAF Airfield in India 


HDG. SOUTHEAST ASIA COM- 
MAND, KANDY, CEYLON. — A 
new, lightweight airfield surfacing 
has been developed by the Indian 
jute industry and is now being used 
on RAF fields in India and Assam. 

The new surfacing, called ‘Bith- 
ess,’’ is made of bitumen-impreg- 
nated hessian, a coarse cloth made 
of jute. It is cheaper, lighter and 
more pliable than portable steel 
matting. ‘‘Bithess’’ is used as a 
foundation, to prevent water from 
seeping up from below in airstrips 
made on converted rice flelds. As a 
surfacing it has withstood heavy 
rains, 


Belgium Is Planning to 


Seize Wartime Profits 


BRUSSELS. — A 100 per cent tax 
on war profits will be introduced in 
Belgium in the next few months to 
wipe out all gains made by 
profiteers. It is also understood that 
fortunes made in the bourse during 
the German occupation will be con- 
fiscated. 

The measures are expected to 
be introduced when bonds, stocks, 
shares and property accounts, now 
registered by the government, are 
released from frozen bank accounts, 

The tax is expected to produce 
50,000,000,000 francs and will play 
an important part in the nation’s 
deflation. 


Strain of War Cutting 


Lives of Home Doctors 
ST, LOUIS. — Dr. Edgar G. Bal- 
lenger of Atlanta believes that two 
or three years has been cut from 
the life of home-front doctors be- 
cause of wartime overwork. 
“From looking over statistics on 
mortality of doctors as published in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal association, I have seen that the 
mortality rate of doctors left at 
home has far exceeded that of those 
‘ny the ormad forces.” 
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SGT. ROBERT CONAWAY 
SENDS INTERESTING 
HISTORY OF B-29 

Set. Robert A. Conaway, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Conaway, is radio operator 
on “Hell’s” Belle,’ a B-29 
plane which has had some 
very exciting experiences in 
recent months. In a letter 
to his brother, George, a few 
weeks ago Robert stated 
that he was getting a little 
rest from his flying duties. 
He enclosed part of the 
185th Naval Con. Battalion 
newspaper, “Seuttle Buzz,” 
which gives the following 
account of the ship’s close 
calls on its 20 missions. 

“Hell’s Belle,” the 135th’s 
adopted B-29, has had sev- 
eral close calls in complet- 
ing 20 missions, 18 of which 
were to the Japanese home- 
land. But its crew has al- 
Ways managed to bring the 
superfort back to its base 
and undoubtedly there are 
now additional mission in- 
signia on the scoreboard on 
the side of the plane. 

“Just what does 20 mis- 
sions mean? Well, here is 
only a partial list, but it is 
enough to give you some 
idea: 

“To complete 20  mis- 
sions, ‘“Hell’s Belle’? had to 
fly more than 60,000 miles, 
all over water. Five times 
the target was Tokyo and 
once, during the March 10th 
to 19th blitz, the bombing 
was done from only 5,000 
feet with flak and fighters 
plentiful. Another time, 
over Kobe, the superfort was 
hit 15 times. One of the rud- 
der control cables was shot 
out and the pilot, aided by 
the co-pilot, had to make a 
janding with full rudder in 
order to keep the plane on 
a straight heading. In the 
course of its operations, 
“Hell’s Belle” has been cred- 
ited with probably destroy- 
ing 5 Jap planes and dam- 
aging several others. It has 
taken part in most of the 
blitz and mining missions. 

On one of its first mis- 
sions to a certain Jap island, 
‘“Hell’s Belle” participated 
in a bombing which is con-
